Stranded for 28 Hours in Baja--without Water 


By Ron Schneiders 

On October 7th and 8th, two racers 
who were competing in a highly 
organized cross-country race were left 
stranded deep. in Baja. Both the 
promoting club and their own pit crews 
(6 of them) knew approximately where 
the racers were but nobody went after 
them. Nobody knew if the men were 
injured (they weren’t, fortunately) or if 
they had any water (they didn’t) or how 
they were going to get out. Finally a 
third party went in and found them, 28 
hours after they had broken down. 

The '.race was the . Carrera 
Internacional, sponsored jointly by the 
Palm Springs Dune Buggy Assn. and the 
Baja Racing Association. It had the 
blessings of the Palm Springs Chamber 
of Commerce, The Mexican Chamber of 
Commerce, the Baja Tourist Office and 
the Mexican Tourist Office and was 
being run "For the benefit of the 
schools and  Orphanages in Baja 
California." It was a 700 mile, 3-day 
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affair that started in Palm Springs and 
looped way down into Baja before 
returning to the U.S. at Mexicali. The 
entry fee was a sizeable $250 mail; and 
$300 post. 

"There weren't many entries; only six 
motorcycles and 12 cars for a total of 
18, but this did not stop the promoters 
from telling entrants and prospective 
entrants that they | had in the 
neighborhood of 60 entries. They told 
Dean Goldsmith (a perspective entrant) 
that they had 57 entries and John Davis 
(one of the stranded contestants) that 
they had 60. I also talked to Armand 
Caprio who said he had the impression 
that there were going to be more but 
that his sponsor had done the actual 
dealing with the promoters, This 
inflation of the entry seems to be a 
fairly common practice in off-road 
racing. It will be brought to a halt when 
someone-takes a promoter to court and 
charges. fraud. What is essentially being 
said is that there is three times as much 


prize money available as there is, in fact, 
available. 

John Davis, who was riding for 
Lancaster Suzuki, went past the first 
check near the Mexican border and 
started down into some of the most 
desolate area in Mexico, the Laguna 
Salada. Some 70 miles later he broke 
down. He was still 40 miles from the 
next check. It was about 4 p.m. John 
laid out the colored plastic panels that 
he had been given that were supposed to 
enable the airplanes to find him and sat 


back to wait. He didn’t have any water. 


He had given his canteen to young Larry 


Roseler whom he had passed earlier. 
Sometime later, Larry came by. He 
had managed to get his Baja running 
again, so he returned the canteen. "T 
had a little packet of coffee," said John. 
“I already knew I was going to have to 
spend the night so I built a fire and I 
was going to have one cup of coffee.

How could Bob Bailey 
do such a thing to BSA? 


By David Swift 

Bob Bailey certainly did raise some 
hackles in the motorcycle industry last 
week. For those who tuned in late, 
Bailey had the gumption to purchase 
outright one of those sacred factory 
racers for the piddling sum of $2,500 
and the owners, one who burted that 
the machine was worth ten times the 
amount, were helpless, unless they 
wanted to forfeit the $14,000 in prize 
money and the mostprestigious victory 
in the history of American professional 
motorcycle competition. 

Bailey watched John Cooper pull a 
miraculous win from the grasp of Kel 
Carruthers in the last lap of the 
Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle 
Classic October 17 and decided he was 
going to buy the machine. The claimant 
had finished last. 

Bailey said he "came damned close" 
to claiming Gene Romero's Trident 
earlier in the year but decided against it 
when it became apparent that it would 
be unfair to Burrito's campaign for the 
Grand National Championship. 

As Cooper took the checkered flag 
Bailey left the restaurant where he 
viewed the finish and headed for 
Victory Circle. He found the right man, 
AMA Western Regional Referee 
Raymond Kellem and shoved a piece of 
paper into his hand. 

Bailey carefully announced, “I have 
here a check to claim a motorcycle.” 

Kellem remained businesslike. 
“Which one?” 

“The number 28 machine that John 
Cooper won with.” Everything was 
according to the rules. 

Unsurprisingly, the BSA folks were 
aghast. All that work down the drain for 
a measly $2,500. They weren't hoping 
to sell the thing. Pete  Colman, 

` vice-president of the American 
BSA-TRiumph concern, found a blank 
piece of paper and scrawled a hasty 
receipt which was witnessed by Bill 
Boyce, AMA Director of Professional 
Competition, Danny Macias, racing 
manager for the BSA-Triumph, and 
Doug Hele, English racing manager who 
flew over with Cooper's machine. 

The time was right for Bailey to 
achieve the goals he wanted to achieve. 
The BSA was valuable, very. It was 
already a legend-pipe, having beaten 
the great Giacomo Agostini the first 
two times it raced, and now it won a 
grueling 250-miler without so much as a 
gas stop. Anybody would jump at the 
chance to purchase such a machine for 
$2,500 and Bailey was prepared to do 
such a thing. It was more than bike-lust, 
however. It was guerrilla theatre. 

For some time Bailey and several 
other privateers have been hollering for 
these parts that the factory team uses, 
only to be given promises and 
back-order sheets. 

“For the past two years the factories 


have been saying, 'Wait till next year, 
wait till next year." Well, I've waited for 
two years but I'm not going to wait for 
three." 

Within the next few days after the 
claim an agreement was reached. The 
factory got the BSA. Bailey gets a new 
Triumph engine with a lot of spares. 
Bailey also gets a new chassis, which is 
being shipped from England at this 
writing. Oh, yes; Bailey also got his 
$2500 back. The battle was won, but 
what about the war? 

The American distributor is caught in 
the middle of it, in fact. Danny Macias 
said he had paid for some frames in 
England during the Easter meeting and 
has yet to see them. Six of the eight 
factory road racers are now using frames 
he termed “obsolete.” If the factory 
can’t get racing parts, how can a 
privateer? When drilled on this lack of 
service by Bailey, Doug Hele reportedly 
mentioned that he had accidently 
overlooked shipments of some things. 

It was fortunate for Bailey that 
Cooper and his machine did come over. 
Bob was ready to claim somebody’s 
bike and it suddenly became very 
convenient to go directly to the 
manufacturer. BSA wasn’t about to let 
this one go because, among other 


CHAPTER XVI—Claiming Rule 


1. All sanctioned meets except Hillclimb meets shall 
be considered claiming meets and the claiming price 
shall be $2,500.00, which price does not include any 
fairings. 


. Any rider (claimant) can enter a claim for a mo- 
torcycle ridden in the same meet and class in 
which the claimant has competed. A claim must 
be entered with the Referee after completion of 
the meet but no later than thirty minutes there- 
after. Referee will then notify the owner of the 
claimed motorcycle and take physical possession 
of same. 


. A claim must be accompanied by cash or certified 
check, and the owner of the claimed motorcycle 
must immediately deliver the motorcycle intact, 
together with clear title or bill of sale for same, 


. In the event more than one claim is received by 
the Referee with respect to a given motorcycle, 
the successful claimant shall be determined by a 
drawing. 


. If a rider whose motorcycle has been claimed fails 
to comply with these rules, he shall forfeit his 
prize money and his competition license will be 
automatically suspended.

Mitch realized the seriousness of the 
injury and “screwed” his DKW to the 
limit back to Saddleback Park’s first aid 
station, and alerted all in charge. 
Immediately, the dune buggy manned 
by Huntington Ambulance with litter 
followed Mitch to the accident and 
placed Don upon litter — walked !4 mile 
to the dune buggy — transferred him to 
Saddleback Park first aid station — put 
him in ambulance and was out of the 
park within 20 minutes from “crash” 
and on the way to the hospital. Don was 
then transported by Southland 
Ambulance to Glendale Adventist 
Hospital — his leg was set — other 
wounds treated, and he is very 
comfortable, near home (La Crescenta). 

I commend Mitch for his immediate 
response to this emergency, Saddleback 
Park for its completely staffed first aid 
station, Huntington Ambulance crew 
for coolness and command of a very 
serious situation, Chapman General 
Hospital and staff for their undivided 
attention, numerous out of town calls 
and finally arranging a room (No. 421) 
for Don at the Glendale Adventist 
Hospital, Southland Ambulance for 
transporting him 50 miles to Glendale 
Adventist Emergency. Also, I thank the 
fellows who stayed with Don at the 
"scene" until help arrived, Saddleback 
Park staff for retrieving “broken 
motorcycle" and their total concern! 

I realize this situation is not unique; 
however, the moral to this incident 
comes down to the following facts: 

1. DON’T ride any distance alone! 

2. DO ride a facility comparable to 
Saddleback Park (completely organized 
and equipped with fully staffed first aid 
station, dune buggy with litter, and 
ambulance service). 

3. ALWAYS be sure to obtain a 
medical “note” of authorization (if you 
take a minor tother than your own son 
or daughter) similar to below: 

DATE-——————————-———— 

I HEREBY AUTHORIZE ANY AND 
ALL MEDICAL TREATMENT FOR 
MY (son &/or daughter's name) IN THE 
EVENT OF ACCIDENT OR ILLNESS 
WHILE IN THE CARE OF (name of 
adult) WHOM I AUTHORIZE TO 
MAKE ANY DECISIONS PERTINENT 
TO SUCH MEDICAL CARE. 

(Parent or Guardian Signature) 

The above “medical authorization 
note” made it possible for Don and his 
family’s comfort and it enabled me to 
act and make decisions that would have 
been chaotic without it. 

Again, I thank Saddleback Park and 
staff, Huntington Ambulance Service, 
Chapman General Hospital in Orange, 
California, Southland Ambulance 
Service, persons who stayed with Don 
before aid arrived, Glendale Adventist 
Hospital, and the helmet that saved 
Don’s life!

.À Close Look at District 37's Democracy 


by ron schneiders... 


It is amazing with what timerity we 
cling to the notion of democracy long 
after its excesses should have convinced 
any sane body of men to discard it. It is 
almost equally amazing how long we 
cling to the notion that we have 
democracy after we have in fact 
discarded it. Come with me and visit 
District 37 of the AMA... 

2: Part | 

The Legislature, the Congress if you 
will, of our small democracy is called 
the Sports Committee. It meets once a 
month to hear what the various 
committees have done and to vote, 
mostly on trivia. It is responsible for 
District rulebook and hence is 
responsible for Section 14, which 
provides that clubs shall get the results 
of their races out to the members within 
a certain time period and to the 
stewards within the same time period 
and in a certain form, conducive to 
recording. It is a undoubtedly fine rule, 
and a needed rule. 

But penalties are provided for its 
violation and the penalties are 
horrendous: Loss of the club’s points 
runs for the following year, loss of 50% 
of the club’s earned points for the year, 
and finally in very drastic cases, loss of 
50% of each individual’s earned points 
for the year. Quite clearly one of the 
finer examples of an excess. 

When the penalties assigned to an 
infraction of some rule are ridiculously 
out of line with the seriousness of the 
offense, it tends to weaken rather than 
strengthen the law. First of all, everyone 
charged with enforcing the rule tends to 
“look the other way,” or accept all 
possible “extenuating circumstances” 
rather than impose an obviously 
too-harsh sentence. The marijuana laws 
are good examples, 

Since the penalty was so drastic for 
late results, and since almost every club 
could’ see itself possibly being in the 
same position, almost any excuse was 
accepted for failure to comply and 
“clemency” was granted. Since 
clemency was the order of the day, 10 
clubs out of the approximately 36 who 
have held runs this year have been in 
violation of Section 14. In the meeting 
Larry Haley reminded the body that 
four clubs were still in violation (not 
having received *clemency") and hence 
would not have a club run next year if 
they didn't get on the ball. 5 

Mike  Hinshaw, President of the 
District, then proceeded to read a letter 
from the Antelope Ramblers, explaining 
why they were late. I didn't understand 


their excuse, but they had put on a 
good race and I was hoping to ride their 
next year's run so I was quite prepared 
to accept any excuse they wanted to 
offer. Especially in view of the fact that 
I was hoping that they would accept the 
equally unintelligible excuse that I was 
about to offer on behalf of my own 
club, the Red Dots. I got up and asked 
if I was in order in asking to speak on 
behalf of the Red Dots. Mike said I was, 
but then asked me to sit back down 
anyway. Thats a parliamentary 
technique known as‘“‘being clobbered by 
the chair”. 

Hinshaw then proceeded to hear 
several speakers who had something to 
say that was vaguely related to the 
question of being late with results. I 
suppose he was trying to work around 
to some middle ground between 
excommunication of the offending 
clubs and having them get off Scot-free. 
Things were becoming more confused 
by the minute. Finally, hoping I 
suppose to get some boundary line 
drawn, Mike asked the body to vote on 
the question “Shall all the rules be 
enforced completely ànd to the full 
extent with no exceptions, even those 
previously granted amnesty?” Now any 
reasonable person, asked to vote on this 
question would vote ‘‘No”’ without even 
asking what rules or organizations were 
involved, simply because it is so 
absolute. And indeed, the body, being 
asked to vote on the spur of the 
moment, voted it down...by a small 
margin. 

But then someone with a surpassing 
lack of judgment asked for a roll call 
vote and thus gave the members a 
chance to think. Disaster. In anything 
but a democracy, a minority rules and 
everyone is part of the oppressed 
majority; in a democracy the majority 
rules and any definable minority group 
suffers. Here were 17 rule violators. An 
easily identifiable minority. At stake 
were club point runs for clubs that 
couldn’t throw a barbeque or lime a 
route to the ocean. Now they’d get their 
chance! The vote was 40 to 20 in favor 
of the motion. In vain Mike Hinshaw 
tried to wriggle out of it. He had 
blundered and he knew it. The body 
was having none of it. 

Suddenly somebody realized that 
there were a lot fewer clubs eligible to 
hold point runs next year and so he 


suggested that the Open Sunday be. 


reinstated. The body, gorged with 
power, voted to do it. I’m sure not one 
delegate in 10 had the vaguest notion of 
what his club would have liked him to 
do on the matter. In times of ego 


enlargement, who can be expected to 
consider things like that? The meeting 
closed; the meeting to determine dates 
for the coming year’s point events was 
exactly two weeks off. 
Part II 
One week and one day later 

I called Larry Haley and told him I 
wanted to do an article about the clubs 
that weren’t going to have a point run 
this year. Almost nobody uses good 
grammar in conversation and the usual 
practice in quoting someone is to 
"clean up" the grammar so as not to 
embarrass him. The subject matter of 
this conversation is so important that I 
am going to quote both of us verbatim, 
trusting that Larry will appreciate the 
accuracy more than he will resent my 
failure to “‘clean up": 

Haley — Only the Chargers and the 
Bushmasters won’t have a run. The 
others get second choice. 

Me — The Chargers and the 
Bushmaster will get second choice (I 
hadn’t understood him.) 

Haley — They won’t have any run 
period. The other eight clubs will have 
second choice. i 

Me — Who are the other eight? 

Haley — I don't remember off hand. 
Red Dots is one of them, I know. 
Pasadena, Lost Coyotes, Sandblasters, 
Invaders, Viewfinders, Antelope 
Ramblers, Red and Gripsters. Those are 
second choicers. The Chargers and the 
Bushmasters are out. 

Me — This is one thing I didn’t get 
very clear at the meeting. They were 
talking about 17 clubs. What were the 
other seven? 

Haley — Their infraction of rules was 
very little, like not having a trophy date 
on the thing, or some dumb thing. What 
we got, the clubs, the eight on the list 
are late results. Some are minor 
infractions that doesn’t amount to a fart 
in a gale wind, but there is a rule. 

Me — As they left it the other night, 
all those clubs that were in violation of 
the results rule were going to have no 


point run, period. How does that 
change? 
Haley — Under the competition 


committee supplement Rule 19, this is 
the power that we have, the only open 
door anybody's got. The competition 
committee and the option of the 
district, the Rule 19. We can override it 
if we think it's to the betterment of the 
sport. I wouldn't see 17 clubs being 
throwed out of the district. 

Me — How come the Chargers and the 
Bushmasters .... 

Haley — Oh they (the Chargers) really 
flagrantly blew it. Nine days late: They 


haven't even given their trophies out 
and they haven't even paid their 
ambulance fee yet. The Bushmasters, 
they didn't clean up the desert. It's four 
years in a row they've blowed it, so you 
know, they ain't never gonna learn. 

Me — The violations of the other 
seven clubs, one of them was using the 
wrong type of flags? 

Haley — There is no rule in our rule 
book but there is a rule in the AMA rule 
book but it was so Goddamned new 
some of the clubs never had a chance 
(to adopt it). I mean they (are) finally 
all doing it now, but the first few clubs 
of the year, you know, you really got 
bust his ass to get them flags made. San 
Gabriel did it; they had a run in 
February and they got theirs done, but 
they had some woman just get right on 
it and do it and stay within the rule 
book. And other clubs didn't do it, but 
they got 'em now. It wasn't any big 
hang-up because everybody was used to 
yellow flags for caution and red for 
danger so it didn't cause any hassle as 
far as anybody getting hurt by it. In fact 
if anything it created a hassle when they 
changed it because they didn't know 
what the hell was going on. It takes time 
for everybody to get oriented to it. 


Me — There never was any question ' 


of that being a violation? 

Haley — No it wasn't a violation of 
our rules. It was a violation possibly of 
the AMA rulebook. 

Me — But that shouldn't cause them 
to lose their run anyway? 

Haley — No, we got only the eight 
clubs that was late on the results. The 
rest of them we just reinstated to the 
original and the other eight clubs still 
get a run but they'll be second choice 
after the other clubs get through picking 
theirs. 

Me — That's next week, the 21st? 

Haley — Yes. 

Me — I'll be down there. 

Part III. 
Whither to?

But, there has never 
been a clearer statement of the will of 
the majority than there was at the 
Sport’s Committee that night. With a 
roll-call vote to leave no doub. One 
gross excess piled on top of another 
gross excess. Democracy, unequal to the 
task at hand, left. Did you notice?

Now stutter bumps induce in 
motorcycles an effect we might call the 
“slithering wobblies”, wherein the 
challenge lies in keeping the front end 
directionally stable so it won’t swap 
positions with the rear end (which is 
sliterhing and wobbling). The wobblies 
are not kind to swing arms, low pipes, 
brake rods, arms, legs or kidneys. 

One rider hit with a severe case of 
wobblies was Gunnar Lindstrom, who 
came away with a broken arm. He will 
now be unable to complete the series, 
and plans to return to Sweden and work 
at the Husqvarna factory.

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Watkins Shows His Stuff

VALENCIA, CAL., Oct. 24, 1971 — 
With more than 400 riders present to 
contest the second round of the track 
championships at Indian Dunes Park, 
the two-mile obstacle course was 
violently rained upon. 

T oday's events became the 
Muddy-Cross National. Larry Watkins, 
slipping and sliding all of the way, was 
the only rider who was able to repeat 
from first-round victory. The rest of the 
crew was lucky to finish a moto. Even 
Tom “The Mudcat” Grant had more 
than his fair share of troubles. 

Watkins, while racing in the 125cc 
Senior mud-slinger, was somehow able 
to unleash his DKW two times in a row 
for back-to-back, come-from-behind 
wins over a group which included many 
of the finest Senior riders in the U.S. 

During the first heat for the 125 
crew, John Rice (Puch), Tom Zahnter 
(Hod), Eddie Cole (Bul) and Bill Payne 
(Pen) made a wild and splashy dash for 
the lead but half of them were 
eliminated at the first watering place. 
And the ones who still remained, 
couldn't see where inthe heckthey were 
trying to point their bikes. At battle at 
the top end, which more resembled the 
Lake Meade Hydroplane Drag Races, 
ensued between Ken Zahrt (Bul) and 
frogman Watkins, with the DKW rider 
grabbing the lead from young Zahrt on 
the final lap. 

In the final moto for the 125's, 
Watkins put the heat on Don Emler and 
Bob Haag for the victory which gave

him the day’s overall win. Zahrt latched 
onto a second overall. 

The 250 Senior grouping came up 
with split winners in Jeff “The 
Wrecker” Wecker (CZ) and Cole, who 
was Bultaco-mounted. Zahrt was able to 
ride a 125 Bultaco to a fourth place 
finish in the last moto. 

Billy Payne, the first round leader for 
the track championships last September, 
waged a wheel-to-wheel battle with 
Husky pilot Glen Lund during the initial 
heat race for the Open Seniors. 
Maico-mounted Payne was able to 
salvage a squeaker of a win at the final 
wire, but he wasn’t able to get his 
machine back to the starting line for the 
last muddy go of it. 

Lund was home in front during the 
second moto which gave him the overall 
class win over Bob Kulek (Hus), Larry 
Watkins (CZ), John Hateley (Tri) and 
Mark Nohr (Mai): 

Steve Shaheen, another Husky rider, 
was able to score back-to-back wins for 
a grand slam in the Open Junior motos. 
Tom Hoyle, on a lightweight Bultaco, 
spit mud at the Old-Timers during two 
stright heats. 

In all, it was quite a tune-up for the 
third leg of the Dunes’ Championships 
which comes up on November 7th, and 
which will be run on the new Shadow 
Glens course. 

Indian Dunes and ACE has scheduled 
an all-Junior motocross program for this 
coming Sunday — Spook Day. Trophies 
or finishing plaques will be awarded to 
all riders who finish both heats.

a half-mile win at Ascot Park. Tonight, 
on the final night of the season, the 
first-year Expert got his wish as he 
topped a strong field to win the 20-lap 
feature. 

“I did it, I did it,” he happily grinned 
in the pits. He’d jump out of his chair 
and sign a few autographs then bounce 
around the pits trying to wear off the 
excitement. “I’ve waited all year for 
this," and he was off again in another 
direction. 

It was indeed a sweet victory for the 
young Triumph rider. 

Mel Lacher (Nor) picked off his 
typically good start and broke to the 
point on the first lap with Dorsch 
holding second. Jody Nicholas, a 
crowd’s-favorite to win the Main, held 
third on the Norton. 

Keith Mashburn (Yam), who had set 
fastest qualifying time earlier at 23.07, 
was having difficulty working through 
the ranks but third fastest Lloyd 
Houchins (Tri) wasn’t and had, by the 
second lap, moved into second. 

-The front runners diced away for two 
more laps until Nicholas somehow got 
into a tank-slapper out of turn two and 
slid out down the back chute. 
Miraculously, Jody didn’t tumble 
over-and-over as he should have but 
instead just slid to a stop in the middle 
of the track unconscious. This may have 
saved him very serious injury as he only 
sustained a hairline fracture on the 
collarbone. 

The race was halted at this point 
while Jody was taken to the hospital 
and when the race was restarted, Dorsch 
grabbed the lead from Lacher and was 
never headed for the duration of the 
vent. 

Northern rider Mark Williams (Tri) 
also took advantage of the restart and 
quickly took over third place passing 
Lacher as Houchins held second but 
nobody was going to pass the 
determined Dorsch. 

One of Texas’ up-and-coming stars, 
Mike Kidd, showed his worth by 


holding off the late charges of Ron . 


Moore to capture the Junior Main. 
Danny Kanegae (Tri) had held the lead 
early but on lap three Kidd had moved 
to the point. Danny was soon passed by 
Moore setting up the final positions. 

Soctt Brelsford continued to stretch 
his streak by rolling up two more wins 
in the Novice class to bring that total to 
20. It is interesting to note that 
Brelsford’s winning heat time of 
2:01.81 was almost a second faster than 
the fastest Expert heat time of 2:02.70, 
which makes one wonder about the 
power of that 250cc Yamaha. 

Next year, Scott reports he'll be 
teaming up with his brother, Mark, and 
become Harley-Davidson mounted in 
the Junior ranks. With Steve Nichols 
also moving up, this pair should 
continue the show they've had all 
season at both here and at Corona 
Raceway. 

The only cycle action still scheduled 
for Ascot Park is the weekly motocross 
by the CMC on Friday nights, a few 
European Speedway events, and the 
normal season-end state championships 
for half miles and TTs planned for 
sometime next month.

Dorsch Takes Corona

CORONA, CAL., Oct. 23, 1971 — The 
AMA pros gathered under the lights for 
the final time this season and topped off 
the first year of racing with the last TT 
of the year. 

Terry Dorsch closed out his rookie 
Expert year in good style, winning the 
20-lap final over Eddie Wirth and Tom 
Rockwood. 

Dorsch and his Ron Bonner tuned 
Triumph topped the field in time trials 
before stopping the short-lived winning 
streak of Mike Haney in the heat race. 
Haney had cleaned the boards in the 
previous Corona TT but Dorsch was the 
man this time. 

The second big bike heat went to the 
recuperated Gary Scott as he bested 
Wirth and Rockwood. It was Scott’s 
first time back at Corona since injuring 
his hand at the track. For Rockwood, it 
was his first test on the TT track near 
Riverside. 

Haney rode a perfect race in the four 
rider dash and could not be beaten. 
Dorsch fell off trying to stop the 
veteran South Bay TT rider. Scott was 
second with Wirth third. 

The 20-lap final, longest yet run at 
Corona, had Scott out in front the first 
two laps. The fine Junior still suffers 
from trying to win all of the races on 
the first lap and crashed on the third 
round. 


This gave Dorsch the lead with 
Haney, Wirth and Rockwood close 
behind. Then Haney departed with 
mechanical troubles on lap. eight, 


moving Wirth up to second and 
Rockwood to third. 

This is the way they finished. In the 
meantime, Scott had remounted shortly 
after his spill and was charging from last 
place. The final two laps saw him move 
back into fourth place, but was a half a 
lap behind the front running three. 
Wirth also fell off on lap 13 but it was 
one of those quick off and on type spills 
that still found him holding second to 
the finish. 

Florida's Charlie Seale was on hand 
for the first time but decided after 
practice that TT racing California style 
on the demanding Corona TT track was 
not for him and he called off his entry 
at the pre-race riders meeting. 

The Novice class was all Bultaco 
mounted Steve Nichols.

Knowing this Foley has reorganized 
his efforts and will be at all the races 
himself. For Foley it would be an 
unprecedented third year with the 
coveted number one plate and with as 
many races as he runs, it would seem 
natural that he would again be the 
National Scrambles champ. This would 
hold true for Gennai if he were to regain 
the lead. Even if this racing is called 
Amateur, the future of many racers has 
been determined in just such battles as 
this. 

In the heat race action for 250 
Experts, Mike Renslow was the 
spectacular version to watch. Early in 
the bantam weight heats he remarked to 
Foley that because an early rain shower 
had made the surface damp ‘enough to 
be called tacky, that he would “try the 
outside if I get a bad start.”

He will also probably succeed in 
high point man in the West and perhaps 
the nation as he also rides the circuit. 
Budde commanded the 650 Expert 
Main from start to finish with very 
effective slides through the fast corners 
that saw him beat out Dennis Spence 
and the irrepressible Gennai.

At Costa Mesa...

COSTA MESA, CAL., Oct. 22, 1971 — 
The European speedway riders who 
come to American had often said that 
Orange County Fairgrounds’ track is 
like riding in a teacup. Tonight, they 
raced the teacup again but somebody 
left tea in it. 

Starting out on a track that was 
sloppy wet it turned into a track so 
tacky that to turn it on in the corners 
was to invite a wheelie. In addition to 
this, a hole, or should I say, a ditch 
appeared in each corner that cause 
many an anxious moment for the riders 
and was the demise of a number of 
them. To top this off, due to the 
number of spills and restarts, it was 
decided by the powers-that-be that the 
drag was taking too much time so it was 
conspicuous by its absence. Only 
valiant efforts by the Jackrabbits M.C. 
members between races kept the track 
from resembling Shiloh as they armed 
themselves with rakes and shovels to 
assume the role of hole-fillers and

track-smoothers as well as corner men. 
Neither the Americans nor the 
international riders were giving it their 
all, however. 

With the scoring system of three 
points for first two for second and one 
for third with fourth getting zero, it was 
a constant battle for points as the bonus 
point. system was dropped to avoid 
confusion to the crowd. 

Being used to quick gates, the riders 
for the United Kingdom had a little 
trouble getting used to the American 
system of "nyah-nayh-I-caught-you" as 
both Jim Airey and George Hunter were 
disqualified in the first race and with 
only one reserve rider, the UK team 
came out of the first race trailing, 5 to 
1. 

While the UK riders never achieved 
the lead throughout the evening, they 
were never more than eight points 
behind and at one time were tied.

Each team will have a chance to win a 
test series each night that they race, but 
the points will be totaled as they go 
along to determine the winner of the 
series overall, so the final score at the 
end of the evening was the United 
States 48 points, the United Kingdom 
42 points. 

With the test series replacing the 
usual scratch races, the second half of 
the program was devoted to Handicap 
races with six heats and three semis. 

The Handicap Consolation started 
one man short as Woods did not start 
due to the reopening of his leg injury. 
As the flag went up and the riders went 
into the first corner, Steve Bast dropped 
out with engine trouble and. then 
brother Mike hit one of the large holes 
in the corner and went down, leaving it 
a three man race. Don Cullum took

Pessey 
took over the lead and won.

The 500 Expert class became wide 
open when Bill Payne dropped out 
while leading the first moto. Schultz 
overcame some poor starts to beat out 


Mike Todd for first place. 

Payne took advantage of Jeff Wright’s 
absence to notch a win in the 125 
Expert class. Payne was challenged hard 
by superlative efforts from Joe Scotland 
and Tom Cook. Scotland and Cook 
livened up what normally would have 
been a rout for Payne. They finished 
second and third overall. 

Damp air prevented the afternoon’s 
watering from being ground out during 
practice and the track was slippery in 
places. After nearly aseason of only a 
handful of falls in Ascot’s high speed 
first turn, nearly every division had 
trouble. 

Junior winners had a hot night with 
the exception of the 100 class. Mike 
Kuwahara took over the lead from 
Angel Posca in early going and kept 
looking over his shoulder for his brother 
to catch up. Brother Norman Kuwahara 
moved up and caught Mike only to stall 
on a turn and let a couple of riders 
break up their sibling act. 

The 125, 250 and 500 class Juniors 
dominated John Erson (son of Sig 
Erson of camshaft fame), Darrell Wood 
and Ron McClellan pulled the difficult 
feat of winning both their respective 
heats and the final events.

SUPER JOE TO SEEK INDOOR

Then, when I opened the canteen there 
wasn’t even a tablespoon of water left. I 
coulda’ killed that kid!” 

The next morning John was joined by 
Dan Foster, a dune buggy driver. Dan 
had broken down a few miles before, 
but he finally managed to get his buggy 
started and running on two cylinders. It 
took them a few miles and then expired 
for good. They started walking toward 
Check 2, still some 40 miles away. 

At 8:30 that evening Don Edgington, 
an editor of “Dune Buggy” magazine, 
found the two of them and brought 
them in aboard his 4-wheel drive 
vehicle. The men saw no airplanes 
during the period they were down. 
Apart from being upset at the lack of 
rescue and the deception regarding the 
number of entries, John felt that the 
part of the course he rode was badly 
marked. 

"In one spot there was a spotch of 
red paint on a big rock and several trails 
taking off from it," he said, "and the 
next marking was five miles away." 

Since there is never only one view of 
anything, I called another of the 
contestants, Armand Caprio who was 
teamed with Scott King on a Montesa. 
Caprio and King didn't finish either, but 
they got second place nonetheless and 
collected — $140.00, . according to 
Armand. (This seems a bit high because 
according to the promoters, the winning 
bike only received $168.75. In any 
event none of them even made their 
entry fee back, let alone any profit.) 

“I thought it was a great race," said 
Armand, "Tell you, we really enjoyed 
it, both Scott and myself. We felt kind 
of bad that they didn't get the turn-out 
because it was set up kind of nice. 
Communications between the checks 
was really great, because we were able 
to talk to our people at the other 
checks." 

I mentioned John Davis' complaint 
about the marking on the early sections. 
“Yeah, Scott was lost for awhile out 
there too, but he had a method of 
finding himself so he didn't waste too 
much time running the wrong way or 
something. We did tell them this, that 
the first part of the course whould have 
been marked a little better. They were 
taking notes on everything we were 
telling them." 

*Did they tell you that there wasn't 
going to be any follow-up crew, that 
your own pit crew was going to have to 
pick you up if you broke down?" I 

‘asked. 

“I believe there was supposed to be a 
follow-up truck, because I remember 
asking my sponsor. He said ‘Yes, there’s 
going to be planes and trucks.” 

“Well apparently . there — weren't 
because they never found either one of 
those guys," I said. 

“That’s a bummer. I know I hate to 
spend the night out there. I was kinda 
worried about that myself. It wouldn't 
seem so bad on the first half because it 
seems closer to civilization. I wouldn't 
have liked riding the lower half if there 


wouldn't have been a follow-up 
vehicle." 
Overall, Armand liked this event 


better than the NORRA events that he 
had ridden (both the 500 and 1000) 
because there was better 
communication between checkpoints. 
He’s not going to ride the 1000 this year 
because he’s going for Number 1 plate 
in San Diego this year. 

Richard Blankenbiller of Fillmore, 
Calif., was the overall winner of this 
classic. He drove a Bronco. The 
motorcycle winners were Niles Ussery 
and Dick Vick, sharing rides on a 
Husky. They, reportedly, were unable 
to finish under their own power either, 
and had to truck their bike the last 50 
miles and push it across the line. 

Some indication of the way the race 
was conducted might be gained from 
the following conversation with Dean 
Goldsmith. Dean was down in Baja 
setting up for the Baja 1000 and 
happened to be at one of the 
checkpoints with Lynn Wilson and 
Terry Clark. An Aero Commander 
(quite an expensive bird) landed and 
two people stepped out. They 
introduced themselves to Dean as the 


President and Vice President of one of ' 


the sponsoring organizations. They 
pulled a card table out of the airplane 
and proceeded to set up the check. 
When all the vehicles were through 
(there were only about eight left by this 
time) they folded up their card table, 
got back in the Aero Commander and 
flew away. 

“Can you imagine the President of 
NORRA flying down and manning the

checks in the 1000!?” Dean asked 
incredulously. ‘And while we were 
there, this four-wheel drive thing, a 
Bronco or something, pulled in and one 
of the guys in the car did not have a 
helmet on. That’s right, the driver flat 
didn’t have a helmet on. The passenger 
did. And there’s three witnesses, Terry 
Clark, Lynn Wilson and myself because 
we all sat there and watched it!” Dean 
just couldn’t believe that anyone would 
be allowed to drive in that race without 
a helmet. 

I next talked to Don McKimmey, 
Competition Chairman for the event 
and member of the Palm Springs Dune 


Buggy Association. I asked him about 


Davis. 

“He broke down between two 
checkpoints and for some reason his pit 
crew didn’t even go look for him,” 
McKimmey said, "They were wondering 
about him and wanted somebody else to 
go get him but they didn't even drive 
through..He wasn't unhappy with. the 
race. | think he was unhappy with me 
because I didn’t go and get him. Well we 
just can’t do that, we don’t have the 
manpower.” 

‘Don’t you generally 
course after a race?" 

*Well, uh, yeah, this is a pretty long 
course. This section was 120 miles 
between checkpoints. We nailed him 
down to within..He didn't come into 
Checkpoint 2 but he had gone through 
Checkpoint 1. And I talked to one of 
the drivers and he had seen John about 
35 miles south of Checkpoint 1 so he 
was between there and Checkpoint 2. 
This was on Thursday night, however, 
and the race had gone on. I was 300 
miles south of there. His pit crew went 
back up after him. They went back to 
Checkpoint 2. I heard that they went 
about 20 miles back toward Check 1 
and came back. ...I told at least three of 
the pit crew myself where he was. One 
of John’s pit crew drove from where we 
were, which was south of John, a 
straight through to Banning. Didn’t even 
stop.” 3 

The sponsoring organizations had 
four planes between them but all the 
planes were following the race, 
leapfrogging the checks, None of them 
stayed to fly sweep. It’s a good thing 
Don Eddington decided to go after the 
racers or they might be there yet. It’s 
conceivable that after the race or maybe 
after the trophy presentation somebody 
might have thought to look for them. 
And if one of those guys had been badly 
hurt, it would have been tragic. 

Cross country racers in races like the 
Mint, the NORRA event and this last 
thing pay hundreds of dollars apiece in 
entry fees. It would seem that the riders 
would be entitled to at least the same 
protection that any District 37 desert 
racer buys for three bucks. Location — 
quickly — injured and stranded riders 
should be one of the prime 
responsibilities of the sponsoring 
organizations. And if they can’t meet it, 
they shouldn't be holding races. 
Certainly giving riders air-rescue panels 
and then not flying a sweep is a very 
bad joke, if not, in fact, criminal. 
Beyond that, it should be made clear to 
everyone concerned just whose 
responsibility it is to get the rider out 
after he’s been located. As McKimmey 
said, "It's kind of a comedy of errors 
that isn't very funny." Yeah.

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INEXPENSIVE TIMING TOOL 

With the boom in the motorcycle field, it seems that someone is 
always coming up with a new idea to peddle to the multitudes of home 
mechanics. A prerequisite for any such product is that it must do a much 
better job than what is already available, or it must do the job just as 
well and sell for quite a bit less. One thing that bugs most riders is setting 
the ignition timing on their machine, those that feel they have the 
knowledge most often do not have the proper equipment so they must 
take it into the dealer and pay him to do it and those who are afraid to 
tackle it must do likewise. 

With the acceptance of the two-stroke into the American motorcycle 
fraternity, the matter of setting the ignition has become simpler, but the 
equipment has become more expensive. To do a first-rate job, a rider 
realizes that he should have first of all, a dial indicator which retails for 
anywhere from $20 to $30 which is quite a parcel of bread to the 
privateer. Then he should have some method of determining when the 
contract points open, this means either an ohmmeter or the popular 
"buzz-box" which means another investment of $10 to $20. This kind of 
an outlay could. pay for many trips to the dealer. 

| try not to use this column to tout new products, but once in a while 
something comes along that | feel is a boom to the home mechanic and | 
like to give it a plug and explain how it works. This happens to be the 
case with a little item called MICRO-TIME manufactured by Compu 
Industries in Glendale, California. This ignition timing device sells for 
$15.95 and comes complete with a continuity-type light for telling when 
the contracts open. Basically it is similar to the handle or spindle of a 
micrometer with each turn of the spindle equal to 50 thousandths of an 
inch. To save the rider the trouble of figuring his timing in millimeters to 
thousands, it comes with two handy little instruction books, one tells 
how to operate the tool and the other gives the timing specs for almost 
any machine on the market already converted for use with the tool. 

As these specs are true distance and are only accurate when the spark 
plug hole is directly over the center of the piston, they have also 
included a formula that can be used when the hole is at an angle as on 
many four-strokes. 

One of the things that appealed to me was the fact that it is a very 
durable tool and it does not require the tender loving care of a dial 
indicator, it can be thrown in the tool box with the rest of the tools and 
taken to the races without fear of damage. Being somewhat of a cynic, | 
figured | would test it for accuracy against the dial indicator to see how 
close it would come. My experiment was on a Kawasaki F-3, and it was a 
fairly simple procedure as | will outline here. After | had set it with the 
MICRO-TIME, | went back and checked it with a dial indicator and there 
was only a difference factor of 1/100th of a millimeter which is very, 
very close. They are being distributed to the motorcycle industry by the 
Flanders Company of Pasadena and if you should happen to pick one up, 
here is the procedure for setting your timing. Always remember to clean 
and adjust your points before you begin any timing drill. 


.) Next take a small screwdriver and adjus 
the tension on the nylon screw as shown here. 
Set it so that it holds the plunger in position, 
but so that it will slide under pressure. 








1.) MICRO-TIME comes packaged in a neat 


little container complete with operating 
instructions and a decently complete set of 
timing instructions and specs for motorcycles; 
snowmobiles, minibikes and small engines, 


both 2 and 4 stroke. 





2.) First you must determine which thread 
size fits your. Particular machine, 
MICRO-TIME comes equipped to fit a 10mm 
or 18mm plug hole or by merely removing the 
adapter collar as shown here, it will fit 12mm 
or 14mm, so it has all motorcycle sizes. 









4.) With the piston positioned well below top 
dead center, install the MICRO-TIME in the 
spark plug hole. Align the zero (0) on the 
barrel scale with one of the four scribe marks 
on the shaft housing, it makes no matter 
which one you use, just the easiest to see, 
Now push the plunger down into the cylinder 
hole with your finger so that just a little of 
the shaft protrudes as shown,

5.) Rotate the engine forward in the direction 
of running as shown and the piston will push 
the plunger up. When the piston has reached 
TDC, the plunger will stop giving you a true 
indication of TDC. (On machines where the 
engine cannot be turned over by the 
mainshaft as shown here, do not use the 
kickstarter, but block the rear wheel off the 
ground and engage top gear and rotate the 
rear wheel.) Go past TDC, then back up to 
quite a distance BTDC and set the plunger 
lock screw (large knurled set screw). On 
4-stroke engines, make sure the piston is on 
compression stroke. 








6.). Consult the specification book to find the 
proper reading, in this case for the F-3, the 
book says .108"'. | then turned the dial down 
the appropriate number of turns. As each 
complete turn equals .050 inch, this meant 
two complete turns and eight more tic marks 
on the barrel scale which corresponded to 
008". 





7.) Install test light supplied with the unit, 
hook one clip to ground and the other to the 


contacts. Now slowly rotate the engine 
forward until the piston stops against the 
plunger. (My God, don't use the kickstarter). 
This is the.correct position Before Top Dead 
Center for ignition timing so the light should 
go out or dim at the precise moment that the 
piston stops against the plunger. If this is not 
the case, adjust the backing plate until it does, 
remove the Mico-time and you are ready to 
go. 


About the only ‘sticky wicket’ | could find 
about this unit was that on some four-strokes, 
the plug hole angle is rather radical and the 
piston coming up to locate TDC might bind 
the shaft rather than push it up. In this case | 
would recommend locating the piston close to 
TDC with a small screwdriver first before 
installing the MICRO-TIME so that it won't 
have to move it very much, The factory is also 
planning to make an attachment for the unit 
that will allow you to set the ignition timing 
when you have the cylinder head removed,
